Mineola, N. T., Oct. 25.—[Special.]—The 
Carman triel struggled to an end at 11 


j O'clock this morning, when the jury, look- 


ing very haggard and considerably dis- 
tresged, after thirteen hours and fifteen 
minutes of fruitiess wrangling, came into 
the courtroom and reported a disagree- 
ment.. They had been ten for acquittal 
and two for conviction. 

Mrs. Carman is expected to beadmitted 
to $20,000 bail tomorrow. 

The district attorney, Lewis J. Smith, 
said at the time the jury was discharged 
he would never prese the cage to a retrial 
unless new evidence came to light. 


Jurors in Agreement? 

Om leaving the courtroom one of the 
jurors told newspaper reporters thet nine 
of the jurymen discussed the evidence last 
Thursday night in a local hotel, follow- 
ing Mrs. Carman’s appearance on the 
stand, and decided then to acquit her. 

The district attorney was informed of 
this juror’s statement. He said then

The 
only response she made was to shake her 
head from side to side with her eyes still 
covered.

New York, Oot. 25.—A bitter fight waged 
since 1880 to reduce the representation of 
southern states in Republican national 
conventions has been won. Charles D. 
Hilles, chairman of the Republican na- 
tional committee, announced today that 
the call for the convention of 1916 would 
be on the new basis, which reduces the 
number of delegates by eighty-nine. Most 
of this loss falls on the south. 

The plan, proposed at the annua! meet- 
ing of the national committee in Wash- 
ington last December, was made effect- 
ive, Mr. Hilles said, through its ratifica- 
tion by conventions in states which cast 
a majority of votes in the present elec- 
toral college, a condition to its adoption 
stipulated by the committee.

Every state convention held since last | 
December gave its assent to the plan, 
except that in Texas, which rejected it. |

ASKS FOR THE PROOF. 


William A. Amberg, secretary of the 
jury commissicn, yesterday replied to 
the charges made before the Lawyers’ 
association that discrimination is prac- 
ticed againgt the working class in the 
picking of juries in Cook county. Mr. 
Amberg’s reply took the form of a com- 
plete repudiation of the figures and sense 
of the report which was made by the 
lawyers. 

The report classified the jurors by oc- 
cupations and by figures showed that the 


majority of jurors were chosen from occu- 


pations such as presidents and owners of 
companies, down to corporation secre- 
taries, superintendents and foremen. It 
further intimated that the majority of out 
of town jurors were picked from the six 
“ high brow suburban towns. 


_ Repudiate the Tabulations. 

“We entirely repudiate these tabula- 
tions.“ said Mr. Amberg. The commit- 
tee that returned this report did not fur- 
nish the jury commission a copy of their 
court report until a few days ago, when 
an appointment was made with the com- 
mi¢sion for the following day. The com- 
mittee of two lawyers called and spent 
three hours in discussing their grievances. 

We felt when they left that they were 
fairly well satisfied with the actions of 
the jury commission in the selection of 
jurymen. The committee of lawyers has 
always taken snep judgment without giv- 
ing the jury commission a hearing at 
their meetings. They have always an- 
nounced that we were invited to their 
meetings, but we have never received the 
invitations. 


Ask for Basis of Charges. 

We have asked Attorney Lally, chair- 
man of the committee, to furnish us with 
a list of the venires from which he has 
made his tabulations. 

The complaints several years ago were 
that we failed to compe! the so-called bet- 
ter class of men to serve on juries.”’ 

Members of the Lawyers’ association 
are said to have complained that in 
numerous personal injury suits where the 
defendant was a corporation, the ven!re- 
men were corporation employés who were 
afraid to return more than a Small ver- 
dict for the plaintiff.

Diamond grappled with the thief, who 
stole his pocketbook, containing $80. A 
confederate of the robber struck Diamond 
in the face. Diamond succeeded in throw- 
ing one of the thieves to the floor of the 
car.

The govern- 
ment is held up by manufacturers of 
armor plate in this country to an extent 
the people of the country do not appre- 
ciate. 
Army posts are maintained in the 
east where they have not been needed 
since the war of 1812. They are main- 
tained throughout the west where they 
have not been needed since the last In- 
dian wars. 

“Our army and navy appropriation 
bills are the most ‘ unscientific’ bills we 
have. If it were possible to eliminate 


the ‘ pork from these two bills we would 
save every year more money than was 
contained in this year’s rivers and har- 
bors bill, and would be able to maintain a 
larger and a better army and navy than 
we have at the present time.”’ 


Stand Taken by Barnhart. 

Congressman Barnhart of Indiana con- 
sidered THE TRIBUNE'S pledge carefully, 
but finally made up his mind not to sign 
it. In its place he offers thie to his dis- 
trict: 

“I am opposed to the ¢xcesmes in the

lization and from the earth.” : 


Haugen Quick to Sign. 

Congressman Haugen, senior member of 
the Iowa delegation, subscribed his name 
heartily. Mr. Haugen was one of the 
first insurgent Republicans in the house. 
His colleague, Congressman Goods, chair- 
man of the Republican congressional 
campaign committee, preferred to make 
his own pledge. Here it is: 

“I am wunqualifiedly opposed to the 
rivers and harbors appropriation bill re- 
cently defeated, and also to such similar 
measures. As long as Il am a member of 
congress I shall insist upon the elimina- 
tion of indiscriminate appropriations for 
projects that are not of general benefit 
to the public, whether it be for river and 
harbor purposes or for any other pur- 
poses. And this includes the bills for 
public buildings where the conditions 
do not warrant a reasonable investment 
by the government. 


Public Building Wise Policy. 
“I believe, however, that it is a wise 
policy that the government has estab- 
lish to build postofflce buildings in 
towns where the business of the commu- 
nity and work of the government justify. 
A custom of codperation between the 
departments and various committees 
the appropriations should be es- 
tablished which I believe would eliminate 
a large part of the so-called log rolling

sion by any nation. i am strongly in 
favor of legitimate river and harbor im- 
provements.“

ATTACK “TRIBUNE” STAND. 
Washington, D. C., Oct. 25.—[Special.] 
~The national rivers and harbors con- 
gress today issued a statement attacking 
Tue CHICAGO TRIEUNE because of its 
fight on the recent $93,000,000 river and 
harbor pork barrel and also because 
of its advocacy of the creation of a river 
and harbor board to supervise internal 
waterway improvements. 

Because of the defeat of the pork bar- 
rel bill, the rivers and harbors congress 
asserts that waterway legislation at the 
present time seems to be hopelessly drift- 
ing. 

In a recent editorial THE TRIBUNE urged 
the creation of a national river and har- 


bor board, similar to the boards which 


| conduct the harbors of England, to com- 


pute the cost of proposed improvements, 
the income to be derived from them, and 
proper terms to be fixed for the use of the 
waterways improved. 

The rivers and harbors congress, 
through Joseph Teal of Oregon, saye: 

“This proposition strikes at the very 
life of the waterways as instrumentali- 
ties of commerce.“ 

The recent * pork barrel was attacked 
largely on the ground that millions of 
dollurs were appropriated for rivers 
which are not capable of carrying traffic 
and wi.'ch never will be capable of carry- 
ing it. 

During the fight on the “ pork barrel 
the rivers and harbors congress stood 
stanchly by the pork" grabbing sena- 
tors who attempted to force the passage 
of the measure. 


DEMOCRATS RUN IN DEBT 
PRINTING MANY SPEECHES. 


National Committee Goes Bankrupt 
Issuing Campaign Literature and 
Appeals for More Money. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 25.—[Special.]} 
The Democratic national committee has 
followed the Democratic congressional 
campaign committee into bankruptcy 
because of tremendous expenditures for 
the printing of political speeches. 

Thomas J. Pente, in charge of the na- 
tional committe¢ headquarters, tonight 
issued an urgent call for help from loyal 
Democrats. He paid that while the pre- 
liminary report of the treasurer showed 
a balance of over $20,000, the committee 
has wiped this out with the payment of 
printing bills and gone to debt besides. 

“There is now outatanding approxi- 
mately $12,500 of indebteduess.“ said Mr. 
Pence, largely incurred for printing.“

BURLESON BACKS 
TRIBUNE'S FIGHT 
ON PORK BARREL 


Wilson Aid One of Many Who 
Indorse Move to End 
‘Log Rolling“ Graft. 


THE TRIBUN®’s plan for the elimination 
of the “ pork " graft in national congres- 
sional appropriations and the placing of 
national expenditures on a business 
budget basis yesterday won further ap- 
proval from congressional candidates.

Moose Leader Indorses Fight. 

Among these letters was one from Rep- 
resentative W. H. Hinebaugh of Ottawa, 
III., the chairman of the Twelfth district 
Progressive national congressional com- 
mittee. 

Scores of answers to the letters ad- 
dressed to the candidates of Illinois, In- 
diana, Michigan, Wisconsin, and lowa are 
expected today. 

There is no question that the budget 
system advocated for national expendl- 
tures by THE TRIBUNE will eventually be 
adopted for all federal appropriations,” 
said Postmaster General Burleson. Pres- 
ident Wilson favors such a system. 

There may be some difficulty in bring- 
ing this reform about. At present the 
congressional committees in charge of ap- 
propriations for the various departments 
of the government are naturally jealous 
Each committee strives 
to procure the largest possible appropria- 
tions for its department. The budget se- 
tem will place the apportionment of the 
appropriations on a ecientific, bueiness- 
like basis.“ 


Hinebatgh Gives His Pledge. 

Representative Hinebaugh wrote in part 
as follows: 

“ I take great pleasure in indorsing your 
plan. The sentiments expressed in your 
communication are unqualifiedly mine 
and if re@lected to congress I shall cer- 
tainly do everything in my power to pre- 
vent the practice of log rolling in rivers 
and harbors appropriations and in legie- 
lation of all kinds. As a member of the 
great appropriations committee I am 
strongly in favor of a budget system for 
all appropriations.” 

The name of Congressman Charles M. 
Thomson, Progressive candidate for re- 
election in the Tenth distrfct, Chicago, 
was omitted from the list of local candi- 
dates that had subscribed to the ‘ pork 
barrel movement. Mr. Thomson, it de- 
velops, was one of the very first to indorse 
the plan, for he signed a statement to that 
effect in Washington last week.

Iowan Opposes Pork. 

John Wallace Cooper, Progressive can- 
didate in the Second district of Iowa, 
wrote from Davenport: 

“I resent the insidious perversion of 
army and navy appropriations to ‘ pork 
barrel purposes, and shall insist that 
congress appropriate and legisiate for the 
army and navy with the single intention 
of creating forces capable of defending 
the United States.“ 

Edward I. Williams, Republican candi- 
date in the Eighth Chicago district, 
writes: 

„I am absolutely opposed to the present 
method of making appropriations for the 
‘pork barrel.’ 

“ Appropriations involving huge sums 
that run in the millions should be taken up 
by some committee that would have the 
time and facilities to investigate thor- 
oughly every item of expenditure, elimi- 
nating all useless appropriations. 

„With the south in the saddle, making 
the middle west stand the bulk of the in- 
ternal tax caused by unnecessary ap- 
propriations for pork and the absolute- 
ly ridiculous war tax bill in time of peace, 
the present critical situation should make 
its citizens sit up and take notice.“

Great communities have delayed 
health measures of a more vita} sort

turies. Isolated communities all through 
the centuries have perfected all the de- 
tails of comfortable and wholesome com- 
munity living with market rules as well 
as police manegement, with food regu- 
lations as well 4s fire protection, yet their 

exampie has seldom had more than a 
slight influence. 

True food regulations not only settle a 
great number of the conditions of selling 
but they should concern some of the facts 
of buying, that is, each one, buyer and 
seller, must know what is right and do it. 
Teaching each one to do the right thing 
ja more important than making any rules 
whatsoever, for it distributes the work 
so that it is likely to get done. 

Thousands of people in our cities today 
were brought up on self-sufficient farms 
where, having to pay nothing (but time 
and labor, the money value for which 
was slight) for precious foods, they did 
not have a true sense of their value and 
much went to waste. It is a very old 
maxim: Nothing pay, nothing value.“ 
Changed conditions are but slowly and 
by the hard school of experience teaching 
them more economical ways.

Says Kings Must Go in Order to Have Peace. 


BY THE REV. W. B. NORTON. 
HE dethronement of all kings and 
the enthronement of law in the 
place of war, the United States the 
leader of the movement, was the 
plan proposed last evening by Ham- 

Uton Holt, editor of the Independent, New 
York, in his address before the Sunday 
Evening club in Orchestra hall.

300 ARE SLAIN 


Carranza General Breaks Ar- 
mistice and Leads At- 
tack on Parral. 


40 PRISONERS KILLED. 


El Paso, Tex., Oct. 26.—Gen. Maclovia 
Herrera, a Carranza follower, has broken 
the armistice fixed by the peace conven- 
tion at Aguas Calientes by attacking Par- 
ral, Chihuahua, defended by a Villa gar- 
rison, according to official Constitutional- 
ist advices received today in Juarez. 

Travelers arriving. here from Parra! 
also told of the clash. 

In the battle, which occurred on Fri- 
day, the Herrera troops were driven off, 
although they had captured several posi- 
tious in the town. The fight lasted five 
hours, in which time about 800 men were 
killed on either side. 


Forty Prisoners Slaughtered. 
As Herrera attacked, the Villa leaders 
disarmed forty of their own men who 
belonged to a group commanded by Gen.. 
Manuel Chao, one of the delegates to the 
peace convention, on the charge that they 
intended to assist the Herrera troops. 
These men were imprisoned in a build- 
ing on the outskirts of the town. After 
the battle it was discovered that all had 
been killed. The Villa leaders charged 
that they had been slaughtered by Her- 
rera’s men. 


Will Depose Carranza Today. 

Aguas Calien:es, Mexico, Oct. 25.—Ve- 
nustiano Carranza will be deposed as first | 
chief of the Conatitutionalists and as act- 
ing provisional president when the peace 
conference reconvenes here tomorrow 
morning. 

This ouster, according to unofficial an- 

mnouncement, will be accomplished 
through an agreement between the Villa 
and the Zapata delegates to the confer- 
ence. 
Twenty-eight delegates, representing 
Emiliano Zapata, the southern revolu- 
tionist, will be added to the convention 
roll when the sessions are resumed tomor- 
row. They have come by request of Gen. 
Villa and will act with the Villa dele- 
gates. 

It is said that Carranza delegates, learn- 
ing of the agreement, have decided to re- 
frain from taking any further pert in 
the conference.

FORCED BY GUNS 


Indiana Breeders Will Hire 
Armed Guards to Patrol 
Quarantined District. 


MANY HERDS INFECTED.. 


South Bend, Ind., Oct. 28.—[ Special. 
Stock raisers of this county and of the 
adjoining counties of Laporte in Indiana 
and Berrien and Cass in Michigan are 
preparing to maintain a draetic quaran- 


% | tine against the ravages of the foot and 


mouth digease. Already thousands of 


re cattle have been doomed. Today a num- 


ber of stock breeders conferred with the 
St. Joseph county commissioners on plane 
to have ali highways patrolled with armed 
men to enforce the quarantine imposed 
by federal inspectors sent here by the de- 
partment of agricukure. 

The federal officials fear a spread of 
the malady to other states unless the 
quarantines is strictly enforced until 
herds which show infeotion are wiped out. 
Michigam has supplied men to patrol the 
stock farms, but Indiana’s financial 
straits have caused it to lag in preventive 
measures. ' 


May Quarantine Whole State. 

Dr. Ulysses G. Houck, in charge of the 
federal force of ‘veterinarians, proposes 
to quarantine all of Indiana unless its offi- 
clals display greater activity in coping 
with the situation. 

Many breeders have been hard hit by 
the decimation of their herds. The case 
of Haven Hubbard, a farmer near New 
Carlisie, Ind., is typical. He has spent 
twenty years in acquiring a fine herd of 
dairy cows. 

Yesterday morning Mr. Hubbard had 
eighty-one thoroughbred Holstein cattle, 


385 sheep, and 350 hogs. 

Three federal veterinarians came on 
Hubbard’s farm and found four of the 
rattle affected with the foot and mouth 
lisease. They at once doomed all the 
rattle, sheep, and pigs, and forbade Hub- 
hard to remove from the farm any stock 
or produce. They notified him that all 


the hoofed animals would be slaughtered |. 


vithin.twenty-four hours. 


Whole Herd Is Slain. 
Soon there came to the Hubbard farm 
wenty federal agents, who dug a trench 
28 feet long, cight feet wide, and twelve 
‘eet deep on the hillside... When the 
trench was fin'shed four of the feders! 
agents led the splendid herd to one or the 
other side of the trench and shot them, 

so that as they died they fell in. 

When the 800 animals had been thrown 
into the trench barrels of quicklime were 
emptied upon the bodies. — , 

The market value of Mr. Hubbard's herd 
was not less than $30,000, but he will only 
get the meat value of the lot, if he gets 
that. The federal government pays half 
of the meat value of the enimals and looks 
to the state to pay the other half. Mich- 
igan has appropriated money for this 
payment in Cass and Berrien 8 
and Dr. Houck says he can promise that 
Indiana will do as much.
